“In SAC A.S. Elections 


System Fo 
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Just as the national scale of politics has produced a 


two-party system, Santa Ana College is leaning towards 
the formation of two parties in each of their student 


elections. 


The current election finds most candidates cleaving 


to either Bill Mott or John Beall, 
who are campaigning for the of- 
fice of A. S., President. Both of 
these candidates have ‘someone on 
their slate for most of the offices 
that are to be filléd. Like the na- 
tional parties these groups follow 
personalities rather than political 
issues, 


This slate system was started a 
year ago when Earle Truax and 
Bud Miller were squaring off for 
the presidential election. They 
both gathered around them can- 
didates for subordinate offices 
ond posted publicity for the entire 
slate.
